There was a picture in the Ga­ 
zette showing Chuck crossing the 
goal line with the first of two touch­ 
downs he made. 
The sports column in the Gazette 
told about a big decision Coach 
Douglas “Peahead” Walker has to 
make at right halfback. It said: 
“He’s got two rather impressive 
right halfbacks—a fellow 
named 
Larry Grigg who hails from down 
Texas way and hit Montreal a few 
weeks ago with an awesome repu­ 
tation-third highest scorer in the 
United States and named to two 
All-American teams in 1953. 
‘Peahead’ already had quite a 
larrupin’ lad from Illinois, Chuck 
Hunsinger, who led the Alouettes 
in scoring in touchdowns in 1953— 
a proven payoff guy. 
Also a vet­ 
eran of three years with Chicago. 
“So ‘Peahead’ kept Hunsinger on 
the bench for the first two gam es 
and the Als win.

Dulles will fly directly to Bonn, 
capital of West Germany, for talks 
with Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 
He will leave tonight at 6 p. rn. 
EDT and is expected to arrive in 
Bonn at 2:30 p. rn., Bonn time, 
Thursday. 
After talking with the West Ger­ 
man leader he will fly to London, 
arriving there Friday, for talks 
with British Prime Minister Win­ 
ston Churchill and Foreign Minis­ 
ter Anthony Eden.

WASHINGTON T.P>—T he F e d e r 
a1 Trade Commission today propos 
ed 
cigaret 
advertising 
stan dards 
and asked tobacco com panies to 
com ply w ith them voluntarily 
Am ong the proposals was th a t 
cigaret manufacturers refrain from 
presenting their product as e ith er 
beneficial to health in any respect 
or as not harmful or non irritating. 
The proposed standards w ere sub­ 
m itted bv Charles E. G randev, di 
rector of the FTC’s bureau of con 
sultation, in a letter to 24 tobacco 
com panies. 
Grandsey said the proposed stan ­ 
dards are necessary because of the 
“recent 
scientific 
developm ents 
with regards to the effects of ciga­ 
ret sm oking.” 
lie also proposed that cigaret 
manufacturers refrain from saying 
that their brand contains less nico­ 
tine, tar, or resins, “unless such 
representation is supported by im ­ 
partial scientific test data.”
